For most of the trade who will re- 
ceive this list there will be no place from which sup- 
plies can be secured in less time than they can if or- 
dered of me, and the matter of time isa very import- 
ant thing during the seed selling season. 
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The Past Season’s Crops. 


We would have predicted a good yield of seed 
crops at the beginning of the past season, for the 
reason that for five years crops have not been what 
they should be, and a reasonably good year was due 
the trade, simply from the low averages which must 
afiect the seed crops sooner or later.” “Whe auex 
pected usually happens,’’ and so we find ourselves 
again with short crops, and on a number of items 
fully as short as they were in 1902, which [ still 
think was the record breaker for a short crop season. 
Corn, Beans, and Vine Seed crops have been bit the 
hardest the past season, and as this makes the third

successive year of failure on these items, it is not 
strange that prices have already reached a high 
mark, but is really a wonder that values are not 
higher than they are. If we were anything of a 
prophet, we would predict that when the season is 
on and the stocks of some of the short items are 
wanted for use, then we will see very high prices, 
possibly much higher than ever before. The season 
of 1902 was almost exactly reproduced in 1903 on 


Beans: late planting, poor stand, wet throughout 
the whole season and a very bad time at harvest, 
which made it difficult to save the crop: result, 40 to 
90 per cent. of a yield. The crop never was as late 
in being made ready for use. Even now, after the 
first of January, growers have only began to ship 
out stocks to the trade. 

On Sweet Corn the season was extremely bad, 
and there is no question but what the crop is about 
as short as it ever was known to be. Prices are now

higher than we have ever before listed them, though 
at one time last spring they reached a higher mark. 
In fact, the canning factories are now paying very 
high prices to secure their seed for next year, and 
we know of 58 and $10 a bushel being paid by them. 
The ordinary store trade cannot handle Sweet Corn 
at present values, for the reason that much of it is 
sold to the farmer for fodder purposes, and when 
the price is above a certain point he will not buy it 


at all, for rather than pay the price he will substitute 
some variety of Dent or Flint Corn. If any of our 
customers need a special variety of Cor) dorm the 
farmer trade we would recommend some of the Flint 
sorts for that purpose, Sanford White Flint being 
especially valuable for fodder purposes. 

Vine Seed Crops are the worst ever known, 
Muskmelons and Cucumbers being the _ shortest. 
The former range from total failure to 10 to 30 per 
cent. of acrop. We were extremely fortunate with 
what Cucumber seed we grew on our own farm, so 
are not nearly as bad off as some of the trade, and 
on some sorts have had a surplus to sell at the high 
prices to others who were less fortunate. Squash 
and Pumpkin were also’ nearly a tailure; Wantey 
Squash in particular being in very short supply. 


We will do the very best we can to take care of 
our trade, but will be obliged to cut down some of 
the quantities on our orders in order to make our 
stocks go around. We never have had to do this 
until last year, and we hope never to be obliged to 
do so again. By trading around I have managed to 
get hold of enough Wax Beans so:as to fill orders on 
a basis of about 50 per cent. In order to do this we 
have been compelled to pay big prices, and we will 
put them in on our orders, in many cases, at a loss 
of better than one dollar per bushel. It has simply 
been out of the question to get a sufficient supply of 
Late Sweet Corn, and on that item it will be neces- 
sary to fill short. 


We trust our customers will bear with us, and we 
ask your kind indulgence again this year. We 
assure you we are doing all in our power to serve 
you. All seed houses are in the same boat as our- 
selves, and they will not be able tosupply what they 
have not got or cannot get. 

We would recommend ordering a full supply of 
seed as early as possible in the season, for many 
items will be out of stock before the spring demand 
is supplied, and late orders will have to suffer.
